Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  public  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  1962. 

Infectious  disease  was  again  at  a  very  low  level,  and  no  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  I'-leningitis,  Typhoid  Fever  or  Smallpox  were  notified  toing  the 
year.  There  was  only  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis,  and  the  cacpaign  for 
vaccination  against  this  disease  continued  throughout  the  year. 

This  is  the  fourteenth  year  in  which  no  cases  Of  Diphtheria  have 
occurred  in  the  district.  I  think  this  is  a  tribute  to  the 
effectiveness  of  the  immunisation  of  babies  against  this  disease,  and 
mothers  are  encouraged  to  continue  to  take  advantage  of  the  scheme, 
which  is  available  in  all  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

I  am  very  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis  during  the  year.  This  is  very  gratifying,  as  it  is  not 
very  long  ago  since  this  was  one  of  the  DX)st  important  causes  of  death. 

The  primary  cause  of  death  was  once  again  coronary  thro miosis, 
which  caused  the  death  of  50  males  and  25  females.  Deaths  from  cancer 
of  the  lung  continued  to  increase,  and  during  the  year  16  males  and 
one  female  died  from  this  disease.  I  would  once  again  draw  attention 
to  the  preponderance  of  male  deaths  from  this  illness,  and  must  mention 
the  connection  between  heavy  smoldLng  and  the  development  of  this  disease. 
During  the  year,  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  have  published  a  Report 
on  their  investigations  into  the  connection  between  smoking  and  health, 
and  their  Report  showed  without  doubt  that  cigarette  smoking  is  a  cause 
of  liaag  cancer  and  bronchitis. 


I  would  like  to  thank  i^.  Simpson,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  assistance  during 
the  year,  and  I  would  also  like  to  thanlt  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  interest  in  public  health 
problems  and  for  their  continuous  support.

The  following  graphs  show  the  amount  of  atomospheric  pollution 
as  calculated  from  tho  volumetric  gauge  installed  in  the  Council 
Offices,  The  seasonal  variations  in  the  intensitiias  of  toth  smoke 
and  sulph\:ir  dioxide  pollution  and  the  marked  similarity  to  the  graphs 
for  i960,  1961  and  1962  indicate  that  the  majority  of  pollution 
is  due  to  the  domestic  consumption  of  bitiiminous  coal  and  points 
to  the  need  for  a  systei'iiatic  programme  of  smoke  control  areas.
